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Antwerp  Festivals  in  1920. 


On  the  occasion  of  the  games  of  the  VIP1'  Olympiade  to  be 
performed  at  Antwerp  during  the  summer  of  1920,  a  society  has 
been  constituted  in  order  to  organise  a  stupendous  series  of 
displays  and  festivals  from  the  lsl  of  May  to  the  1st  of  October. 

This  society  will  organise  :

Russian  Masters  under  the  leading  of  the  Maestro  L.  Mortelmans ; 
Concerts  of  chamber  music; 

Great  performances  of  two  oratorios  of  Peter  Benoit's,  the  great 
Flemish  composer,  under  the  leading  of  Mr.  Candael  and 
Mr.  Alpaerts ; 

Lyrical  and  dramatical  performances  ; 

A  competition  of  sculpture  ; 

A  grand  artistic  pageant  according  to  Antwerp  tradition  : 

Shooting  and  archery  competitions; 

Base-Ball  and  tennis  matches  ; 

Gymnastic  festivals; 

Aviation  festivals  and  competitions  ; 

Congresses  of  physicians,  intellectual  ex-combatants,  brewers,  ex- 
porters, geographers,  etc.  etc. 

A  Luna-Park  on  extensive  grounds  will  also  be  opened  and 
the  Municipality  of  Antwerp  will  organise  grand  festivals  on 
its  own  account,  f.  i.  a  reconstitution  of  the  famous  procession 
of  the  M  Ommeganck  „. 

So  it  may  be  said  that  the  year  1920  will  be  for  Antwerp  a 
year  of  splendid  and  of  most  interesting  and  varied  attractions.

The  visitor  to  Antwerp  is  of  course  more  or  less  familiar 
with  the  story  of  the  famous  city  on  the  Scheldt,  one  of  the 
greatest  centres  of  the  world's  commerce  and  the  birthplace  of 
so  many  of  the  immortal  Masters  of  Art.  In  the  limited  space  of 
a  booklet  on  the  most  comprehensive  manner  of  seeing  the 
many  marvels  of  mediaeval  times  which  Antwerp  still  posses- 
ses, it  is  impossible  to  make  more  than  a  passing  allusion  to 
the  romance  of  history  so  closely  surrounding  the  ancient 
seaport  and  fortress. 

As  early  as  the  Ninth  Century  there  was  a  strongly  fortified 
castle,  of  which  the  venerable  cluster  of  towers  now  known  as 
the  Steen  Museum  was  a  portion. 

The  legend  of  the  name  of  the  city  comes  to  us  from  the 
days  of  Caesar.  A  powerful  chief,  of  gigantic  stature,  levied  toll 
on  merchant  craft,  numerous  even  in  such  primitive  times,  and 
he  was  in  the  habit  of  cutting  off  the  right  hand  of  mariners 
who  refused  to  pay.  One  day,  "  Silvius  Brabo  „  slew  the  giant, 
and  cutting  off  his  hand  threw  it  into  the  river  as  a  token  of 
delivery  from  the  iniquitous  tax.  Then  as  habitations  came  and 
extended  round  the  spot  where  the  dead  tyrant  had  his  strong- 


hold,  men  spoke  of  it  as  the  town  of  the  "  Hand-Werp  „  from 
the  words  "Hand,,  and  "  Werpen  „  fto  throw).  In  Flemish 
this  gradually  became  Antwerpen  and  remains  so  to  day, 
although  the  French  have  corrupted  it  to  "Anvers„.  A  statue 
of  Brabo  surmounts  the  fountain  in  the  Grand'  Place,  and  is 
one  of  the  best  pieces  of  sculpture  in  the  city. 

The  prosperity  of  Antwerp  came  from  its  river,  and  so  it 
has  continued  to  do  and  with  the  exception  of  a  break  of  disas- 
trous history  from  the  end  of  the  Seventeenth  Century  to  the 
beginning  of  the  Nineteenth,  its  claim  to  be  one  of  the  leading 
markets  of  the  civilized  world  has  never  been  disputed. 

In  the  Sixteenth  Century,  Antwerp  finally  acquired  unrival- 
led sway  as  the  most  important  seaport  of  mediaeval  Europe 
and  the  centre  of  the  perfect  and  beautiful  in  Art. 

The  tide  of  prosperity  did  not  again  set  in  fully  till  1868, 
when  the  right  of  levying  navigation  dues  on  the  Scheldt 
granted  to  Holland  was  commuted. 

From  that  time  the  traffic  increased  year  after  year,  up  to 
1913;  during  that  year,  for  instance,  7<>r>(>  sea-going  vessels 
entered  into  the  harbour  with  a  total  tonnage  of  14.146.819. 
These  two  figures  prove  sufficiently  the  importance  of  our 
oversea-traffic. 

The  period  of  1914-1918  has  been  disastrous.  Firstly  Ant- 
werp was  heavily  bombarded  by  the  Germans  (Oct.  1914)  and 
the  city  once  occupied  by  the  enemy,  the  harbour  was  entirely 
closed  up.  Yet  everything  makes  one  hope  that  ere  long 
Antwerp  will  prosper  again  and  become  once  more  one  of  the 
leading  ports  of  the  world. 


What  to  see  in  Antwerp 


Town-Hall  (PI.  L  8).—  Open  every  day,  Sunday  included 
inspection  most  convenient  9  —  10  a.  in.  or  after  4  p.  m.  Fee 
fr.  0.50.  —  Erected  1561-1576,  restored  in  1581  after  partial 
destruction  by  the  Spanish  soldiers.  —  On  entering  the  grand 
ceremonial  entrance  one  sees  the  splendid  marble  staircase 
adorned  by  fine  pictures  representing  Antwerp's  past  history. 

The  Leys-zaal  (Salle  Leys)  is  decorated  with  magnificent 
pictures  by  Henri  Leys.  —  They  represent : 

1°  —  Burgomaster  van  Ursel  (1542)  discoursing  to  the 
inhabitants  and  ordering  Magistrate  van  Spangen  to  defend  (he 
town  against  Marten  van  Rossem. 

2°  —  The  Solemn  Entry  of  Charles  V. 

3°  —  The  Duchess  Marguerite  committing  the  keys  of  the 
city  to  the  Burgomaster. 

4°  —  The  Genoese  Pallavicini  receiving  the  rights  of  citi- 
zenship. —  ( 1541 ). 

Also  portraits  of  princes  celebrated  in  the  annals  of  the 
city.  — 

The  adjacent  Kleine  Leys-zaal  (Petite  Salle  Leys)  contains 
mural  paintings  by  II.  Leys  removed  from  his  house,  pulled 
down  in  1888. 

The  Trouw-zaal  (Salle  des  Manages)  where  civil  marriage 
ceremonies  are  performed  contains  five  huge  frescoes  by  Lagye 
telling  the  marital  story  from  earliest  history  to  the  time  of 
civil  marriage.  There  is  the  celebration  of  nuptials  among  the 
heathen  Belgians;  the  first  Christian  marriage,  the  gorgeous 
mediaeval  pomp  at  the  marriage  of  Philippe  le  Bel  and  Jeanne 
de  Castille.  Finally,  the  tilth  fresco  shows  the  first  civil  mar- 
riage in  Antwerp  in  1706. 

The  Hurgomaster's  Room  contains  a  chimney  piece,  from 
the  old  abbey  of  Tongerloo,  representing  the  Last  Supper  ; 
above  are   the  Raising  of  the  Serpent,  the  Crucifixion  and 
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Abraham's  Sacrifice.  Also  portraits  of  Burgomasters  of  the 
mediaeval  time.  —  All  these  rooms  are  embellished  with  wood 
panelling. 

The  Raadszaal  (Salle  du  Conseil)  contains  paintings  on 
the  ceiling  and  life  size  portraits  of  the  Royal  Family. 

Vleeschhuis  (Vieille  Boucherie)  (1501)  (PI.  L  8).  (Been- 

houwerstraat  —  Rue  des  Bouchers).  —  (Free  entrance  every 
day  from  10  to  4.)  —  Old  meat-market,  a  late  gothic  edifice, 
belonging  formerly  to  the  corporation  of  butchers.  —  It  was 
purchased  by  the  town  in  1899  and  restored. 

Guild-Houses  (Groote  Markt  —  Grand'Place,  PI.  L  8-9). 
—  These  "Guild-Halls,,  date  from  the  Sixteenth  century.  The 
five  storied  house  of  the  Guild  of  Archers  is  surmounted  by  a 
statue  of  St-George. 

The  Steen  (Van  Dyck  kaai,  PI.  L  8).  —  Open  daily  10-5 
(10-4.  Oct.-April).  Admittance  free  every  day.  —  A  relic  of  the 
past,  originally  the  castle  of  Antwerp,  dates  from  the  Tenth 
Century.  It  was  the  seat  of  the  Spanish  Inquisition.  —  The  old 
chapel  still  exists.  There  is  a  most  interesting  collection  of 
antiquities,  weapons,  coins,  musical  instruments,  etc.  and  all 
the  romantic  atmosphere  of  a  very  old  feudal  castle.  The 
dungeons  include  dreadful  cells,  deep  underground. 

Museum  Plantin-Moretus  (Vrijdagmarkt  —  Marche  du 
Vendredi,  PI.  M  8).  —  Open  daily  10-5  (10-4,  Oct.-April).  Ad  in. 
fr.  1.00.  (Closed  Friday  afternoon.)  Free  on  Thursday,  Sunday 
and  holidays  and  on  Saturday  after  12  o'clock.  —  Deserves 
more  than  a  full  day's  inspection.  This  was  the  residence  of 
Christophe  Plantin  in  the  Sixteenth  Century  and  it  remains 
practically  the  same  as  it  was  during  the  occupancy  of  the 
famous  printer  and  his  descendants.  Once  inside  the  Museum 
you  have  before  you  the  business  premises  and  home  of  one  of 
those  patrician  burghers  who  were  the  founders  of  Antwerp's 
glories.  There  is  the  dining-room,  the  bed-room  and  his  study 
with  their  rare  pictures  (among  these  a  gallery  of  portraits 
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by  Rubens  and  other  Flemish  masters)  and  tapestries  just 
as  they  were  when  he  lived  there;  there  are  also  the  rooms 
containing  the  presses  and  types.  The  improvements  in  book- 
printing  are  shown,  and  in  a  large  number  of  long  glass- 
covered  cases  are  many  volumes  and  manuscripts  emphasising 
the  gradual  growth  of  book-printing  and  plate-engraving. 

The  Exchange  (Twaalf  Maandenstraat  —  rue  des  12-Mois, 
PL  M  9).  -  Entrance  free ;  except  on  business  hours.—-  Erected 
in  1871,  on  the  site  of  the  ancient  structure  of  1531,  which  was 
the  oldest  exchange  in  Europe.  —  The  hall  is  surrounded  by  a 
double  arcade  supported  by  68  columns.  —  Above  is  a  gallery 
of  38  columns.  —  Under  the  Emperor  Charles  V,  the  city  was 
the  most  prosperous  on  the  continent.  —  At  that  period,  more 
than  a  hundred  vessels  from  every  part  of  the  world  arrived 
and  departed  daily.  —  Hundreds  of  foreign  commercial  firms 
had  established  themselves  at  Antwerp. 

The  Royal  Gallery  of  Fine  Arts  (Leopold  de  Wael  plaats 
—  Place  Leopold  de  Wael,  PL  0  8).  —  Open  daily  10-5  (10-4, 
Oct.-April).  Adm.  fr.  1. —  Free  on  Sunday,  Thursday  and  holi- 
days and  on  Saturday  afternoon.  —  An  imposing  edifice  in 
the  great  Renaissance-Style.  —  The  main  entrance  is  suppor- 
ted by  Corinthian  columns.  The  cornice  is  adorned  with  huge 
allegorical  figures.  —  In  this  gallery  the  collection  of  treasures 
of  Art  offer  a  unique  opportunity  to  those  who  wish  to  become 
acquainted  with  the  Flemish  School  :  Metsys,  Van  Eyck, 
Memlinc,  Rubens,  Van  Dyck,  Jordaens  and  the  other  masters 
of  the  Flemish  schools  may  be  admired  in  their  finest  and 
most  representative  paintings.  —  On  the  ground -floor  are  the 
sculptures  and  the  photograph  collections  of  all  the  paintings 
of  Rubens  and  Van  Dyck.  —  The  Collection  of  Old  Masters 
includes  about  800  pictures  and  that  of  Modern  Masters  about 
500  works. 

Folklore  Museum  (Heilig  Geeststraat  —  rue  du  Saint* 
Esprit,  PL  M  8).  —  Open  daily  10-5  (10-4,  Oct.-April).  Adm. 
fr.  0.50.  Closed  on  Friday  afternoon.  Free  on  Sunday,  Thursday 
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and  holidays  and  on  Saturday  after  12  o'clock.  —  Erected  in 
1907,  by  a  group  of  Antwerp  Folklorists.  —  Contains  a  fine 
collection  of  objects  referring  to  the  people's  local  customs, 
life  and  superstitions  of  past  centuries. 

Royal  French  Opera  House  (1830)  (Comedieplaats  — 
Place  de  la  Comedie.  PI.  M  9-10).  —  Frontage  adorned  with 
busts  of  celebrated  poets  and  composers  and  statues  of  the 
nine  Muses. 

Flemish  Opera  House  (1907)  (Frankrijklei  —  Avenue  de 
France,  PI.  M  11).  —  A  fine  edifice  in  "  Petit  Palais  „  style. 

Royal  Flemish  Theatre  (1872)  (Victorieplaats  —  Place 
de  la  Victoire,  PI.  L  11).  —  Rich  adorned  facade  with  statues 
and  busts. 

Central  Station  (PL  M  11)  (1905).  —  The  cupola  is  70  m. 
in  height;  the  main  hall  is  190  m.  in  width;  72  m.  in  breadth 
and  is  40  m.  high.  The  tracks  are  5  m.  above  the  level  of  the 
street. 

The  cost  of  construction  of  this  beautiful  edifice  amounted 
to  about  40  million  francs,  including  the  raising  of  the  tracks 
and  the  viaduct  through  the  city. 

Court  of  Justice  (1872)  (Britsche  lei  —Avenue  Britannique, 
PI.  O  9.)  —  In  the  Louis  XIII  style. 

National  Bank  (1880)  (Frankrijklei  —  Avenue  de  France, 
PL  N  10).  —  The  architectural  details  are  admirably  executed. 

Koninklijk  Atheneum  (Athenee  Royal)  (1884)  (Victorie- 
plaats —  Place  de  la  Victoire,  PL  L  11).  —  Stately  edifice  with 
allegorical  statues. 
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Churches. 


Cathedral  (PI.  L  9).  —  One  of  the  largest  and  most  beau- 
tiful churches.  —  The  interior  is  384  feet  in  length,  width  of 
nave  171  feet,  of  transept  212  feet;  height  130  feet.  —  The  vaulted 
arches  are  supported  by  125  pillars.  —  The  transept  contains 
Rubens'  far  famed  masterpieces  :  The  descent  from  the  Cross 
and  the  Elevation  of  the  Cross.  The  ambulatory  has  12  chapels. 

—  The  spire  470  feet  high  commands  an  extensive  view  over 
the  Scheldt  and  town. 

The  chimes  consist  of  40  bells,  the  largest  called  "  Carolus  „ 
weighs  8000  kilos  and  Charles  V  stood  godfather  at  its  conse- 
cration. 

St  James'  Church  (St-Jacobstraat  —  rue  Saint-Jacques, 
PI.  L  10).  —  The  most  important  Church  after  the  cathedral.  — 
The  mausoleum  chapels  including  that  of  Rubens,  are  all  round 
the  interior.  —  The  Altar  piece  of  the  Rubens  chapel  is  by  the 
great  artist  himself.  All  the  Saints  in  this  picture,  are  family 
portraits.  —  There  are  several  other  master  pieces  by  Jordaens, 
etc.  and  wood  carvings  by  Quellin. 

St  Paul's  Church  (Veemarkt  -  Marche  au  Betail,  PI.  L  9;. 

—  The  interior  contains  valuable  pictures  and  magnificent 
wood  carvings  on  the  confessionals  and  wainscots.  The  front 
court  contains  the  representation  of  Calvary  embellished  with 
life-size  statues  of  saints  and  patriarchs. 

St  Charles' Church  (Conscienceplein— Place  Conscience, 
PI.  L  9).  —  An  old  Jesuit  church.  —  The  plans  have  generally 
been  attributed  to  Rubens.  —  The  interior  has  the  form  of  an 
ancient  Roman  Basilic.  —  The  building  was  formerly  decorated 
by  30  paintings  on  the  ceiling,  all  productions  of  Rubens,  but 
the  building  was  burnt  down  in  1718.  —  The  church  was  rebuilt 
on  the  same  plan  but  with  less  magnificence. 
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Groenplaata  (Place  Verte),  Kubeus'  Statue  and  Cathedral. 


St  Andrew's  Church  (1514)  (St  Andriesstraat— rue  Saint- 
Andre,  PI.  M  8).  —  It  has  an  imposing  pulpit  in  carved  wood 
representing  St  Peter  and  St  Andrew  in  a  boat  being  sum- 
monned  by  the  Saviour  to  step  upon  the  waters. 

There  are  also  several  pictures.

Carillon-Concerts. 


The  carillon  of  the  Tower  of  the  Antwerp  Cathedral 

comprises  forty-seven  bells,  thirty  six  of  which,  of  remarkable 
purity  of  tone  and  in  perfect  harmony,  were  cast  for  the  town 
in  1655-1658  by  Francois  and  Pierre  Hemony,  of  Lorraine,  esta- 
blished at  Zutphen  and  at  Amsterdam.  They  were  the  makers 
of  most  of  the  carillon-bells  of  Mechlin  and  of  Ghent,  and  of  a 
great  part  of  those  of  the  Netherlands.  Three  of  our  bells  were 
cast  by  Georges  Dumery  (1767)  who  made  the  mellow-toned 
bells  which  still  chime  from  the  belfry  of  Bruges. 

The  tower  has  also  several  bells  rung  by  means  of  ropes, 
among  which  is  the  great  "  Karolus  „  and  a  series  of  twenty 
six  fixed  bells  which  formed  part  of  the  chimes  ordered  by 
the  church  authorities  from  F.  &  P.  Hemony. 

Ever  since  the  sixteenth  century,  the  carillon  has  been 
played  by  means  of  a  keyboard  and  pedal.  Modern  improve- 
ments allow  to  obtain  a  delicate  shading  of  expression. 

The  chimes  play  automatically  certain  airs  when  announ- 
cing the  hour,  half  hour,  quarter  and  half  quarter.  During  the 
concerts  however,  this  automatic  playing  is  stopped. 

Mr.  Gustaaf  Brees,  the  Antwerp  bell-master,  plays  carillon 
every  Friday  for  one  hour,  at  1.30  p.  m. 

In  summer-time  concerts  are  given  on  the  Antwerp  carillon 
on  Sunday  12.30,  by  Mr.  Brees,  and  on  Thursday  evenings, 
9-10  p.  m.,  by  Mr.  Jef  Denyn,  the  famous  bell-master  of  Mechlin. 
Programme  will  be  found  in  the  local  papers. 

Several  carillons  in  Belgium  and  France  were  destroyed 
by  the  Germans  in  1914  ;  those  of  Louvain  (St.  Peter's  church ) 
Termonde,  Yperen  (Ypres)  and  Dixmuide  (Dixmude)  are  among 
the  most  important.

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Zoological  Gardens. 


Open  all  day. 

Founded  in  1843,  it  is  one  of  the  oldest  in  Europe  and  could, 
in  1914,  boast  of  a  unique  collection.  During  the  bombardment 
most  of  the  wild  beasts  had  to  be  killed,  for  safety's  sake,  and 
during  the  war  most  of  the  remaining  animals  died  for  want 
of  food.  The  "  Zoo  „  is  worth  a  visit,  especially  the  aqua- 
rium and  the  really  magnificent  gardens.  In  the  summer- 
months  civil  and  military  bands  give  concerts  nearly  every 
day.  Steps  are  being  taken  by  the  direction  of  the  Zoological 
Gardens  and  by  the  Government  to  have  the  collection  recon- 
stituted at  the  earliest  date.

Over  the  sheds,  parallel  with  the  river,  terraces  have  been 
built.  From  these  promenades  one  gets  an  extensive  view  of 
the  busy  shipping  on  the  Scheldt  on  which  quays  lie  the 
"  Leviathans  of  the  Sea  „.  It  is  very  interesting  to  watch  the 
varied  life  of  the  Harbour  from  these  Promenades. 

A  good  view  of  the  town  is  obtained  from  the  "  Vlaamsch 
Hoofd  „  (Tete  de  Flandre)  on  the  other  bank  of  the  river. 

Even  at  low  water  the  river,  which  is  400  m.  in  width 
permits  the  passage  of  the  largest  vessels. 

The  wharves  on  the  River  Scheldt  are  about  3  1/2  miles 
in  length. 

The  docks,  20  in  number,  cover  an  area  of  upwards  of  300 
acres  and  have  a  length  of  quay  of  about  11  miles  with  151 
hydraulic  and  82  electric  cranes. 

When  the  various  schemes  will  be  executed,  the  surface 
of  the  docks  will  be  about  510  Ha.  and  the  length  of  quay  walls 
and  slopes  more  than  50  kilometers. 

Six  large  dry  docks  merit  a  visit  which  will  prove  most 
interesting. 

Some  more  dry  docks  and  other  ones  were  under  con- 
struction when  the  war  broke  out.  Already  at  that  moment  the 
extensive  maritime  installations  had  proved  to  be  insufficient 
and  inadequate  for  the  ever  increasing  exigencies  of  the  trade. 
The  war  and  the  fatal  occupation  by  the  Germans  had  brought 
everything  to  a  dead  stop.  The  quays  and  docks,  where  thou- 
sands of  workpeople  found  employment,  had  to  be  abandoned 
by  the  latter,  as  the  Germans  confiscated  them  for  their  war- 
works.  But  the  Belgians,  and  especially  the  population  of 
Antwerp,  are  an  optimistic  and  active  people  ;  and  notwith- 
standing all  the  catastrophes  the  war  has  brought  on  them, 
they  firmly  hope  that  soon  their  country,  struck  in  its  vital 
parts,  will  revive  as  well  as  the  beautiful  harbour  of  Antwerp  !
